GENEVA, Switzerland, June 9.—A 
dispatch to The Tribune from Laibach 
ways: 

, “The Austrian artillery at Tolmino 
has sustained heavy damage from the 
italan bombardment. The Austrian 
losses are becoming serious, as the Ita- 
lian fire is singularly well directed, 
An ammunition depot has been blown 
up at Tolmino. There were 300 victims, 

“The passage of the Isonto by the 
Ktallans is being effected normally ow- 
ing to the activity of the pontoon corps, 
the work of which is undeterred by the 
Austrian fire, The Italians are seek- 
ing to cross the river at Benszonca, 
where the Austrians are hurriedly try- 
ing to throw up defences.” 

G@aing Are Bteadily Made 

ROME, June %—Gains of from two 
to six miles along the entire thirty- 
mile front between Caporetto and the 
Gulf of Trieste were announced in an 
oMficial statement issued by the Italian 
War Office today, 

The fighting around Tolmino, on the 
Isonzo River, where the Austrians are 
occupying strongly entrenched  posi- 
tions, are growing in violence today. 
Between Monte Nero and Tolmino the 
Austrian line has been decidedly weak- 
ened under the determined assaults of 
the Italians, but in other places the 
line te holding. 

Artillery duels continue to feature 
the fighting in the Tyrolese Alps, the 
resulte generally being favorable to the 
Itallans, 

Unofiicial reports to t& effect that 
the Italians had occupied Monfalcone 
are declared unfounded, the Austrians 
still being in control at that point. 

That Austria how is using every re- 
source in the attempt to stem the Italian

of Préemysl and the virtual assumption 
by Germany of the entire campaign 
against the Russians have ceased the 
pressore on the Austrians greatly.

The 
Italians retreated under our artillery 
fire and wore obliged to abandon several 
guns, 

“The same thing happened in the case 
of hoa attempts to attack near 
Gradisea and Monfaicone. 

“Fighting ts proceeding along the 
Carinthian frontier east of Ploken Pass, 
and an artillery duel in the districts 
comprising our barrier fortifications on 
the Carinthian-Tyrol frontier.

MINISTRY OF MUNITIONS 


BU Betebiiching Bow Department Be- 
comes Law—Leré Ot. Davids Oriti- 
cites Aristeeratio Idlers 

LONDON, ‘June %.—The Ministry of 
Munitions bill, establishing a depart- 
ment to attend to the furnishing of 
supplies of munitions on an adequate 
aeale, was passed by the House of 
Lords twday and received the royal 
assent. 

In the House of Lords debate om the 
bill, Baron St. Davids, Lord Lieutenant 
of Pembrokeshire, thought it “a pity 
that the bill did not give power to 
requisition men as well as workers.” 
He wished to “dissociate himself,” he 
said, “from attacks on the working 
clanses.” 

The upper classes as a whole, Lord 
St. Davids said, had come out of this 
trial wonderfully well, but there were 
idlers still among them, Even among 
the members of the Upper House, he 
ventured to say, they would find men 
who had never done a day's work for 
themselves or for anybody else since 
they were born, and that the sons of 
some of them still were hanging 
around thé theatres and music halls, 

While that was going on, the Baron 
contended, they might save themselves 
the trouble of looking for workingmen 
and talking ef conscription and com- 
Pulsory service. Men who refused to 
work should be made to fight whether 
they like ft or not.

GERMAN STATEMENT 
ADMITS REVERSE 


Advances at Other Points and 
Repulse of Counter-Attacks 
Reported by Paris—Fight 
at Le Pretre, 


PARIS, June 9.—The following official 
communication was issued by the War 
Office tonight: 

“Artillery fighting continued very 
heavy in the sector to the nerth of 
Arras, We carried last night and this 
morning the houses in Neuville 8t. 
Vaast which the enemy still held. All 
the villages on the east side are in our 
hands, We have, desides, progreshed up 
to the north group of houses. 

“In the ‘Labyrinth’ our advance is 
being followed up, notably in the south- 
eastern section. 

“In the region of Hebuterne, notwith- 
standing a violent artillery fire, we ex- 
tended our positions around the Tou- 
tuvent farm. 

“In the region to the east of Tracy- 
le-Mont, at the Quennevieres farm, a 
counter-attack by the enemy last night 
was completely checked. We have 
strengthened all the ground gained by 
us on June 6th. 

“On the rest of the front there is 
Nothing to report.” 

Important successes for the French in 
Le Pretre forest are claimed in the 
earlier official] communique. It is stated 
that the French have captured three 
Mnes of German trenches, inflicting 
heavy losses on the Teutons during the 
furious assaults. 

German Statement 

BERLIN, June 9.—The German army 
staff issued the following statement 
this afternoon: 

“In the Western theatre enemy forces, 
which commenced an attack yesterday 
afternoon on the eas slope of the 
Lorette hills, were driven off by our 
fire. An enemy attack today on the 
eastern slope of the same hills failed. 
The lest group of houses in the village 
of Neuville was left in possession of 
the enemy during the night. 

“TO the east of Neuville we defeated 
repeated attacks of the French with 
heavy losses to the enemy. 

“In the district to the cast of Hebu- 
terne a battle again ia raging after an 
unsuccessful attack of the French in 
the early morning hours. 

“An enemy attack in the forest of 
Le Pretre was repulsed with singuinary 
losses. Fighting continues for a small 
part of the other trenches,

Private Mell Campbell, Dhe Diei of

OTTAWA, June 9.—Pte, Nell Camp- 
bell, of the 10th Overseas Pattalion, 
is being regarded at Ottawa today as 
the most patriotic man from Canada. 
Not oniy has he died for his country, 
but in dying he has left his estate to 
the Canadian patriotic fund. 

Pte. Campbell was in the famous 
charge of the 10th Battalion at the 
battle of Langemarck, when Col. 
Boyle, commandant, was killed. He 
was a:verely wounded, and died on 
May 25. Before dying he willed his 
fFroperty to the patriotic fund. What 
it totals is not yet known. 

Pte. Campbell was a Scotsman, and 
had no near relations, as far as the 
Militia Department is aware. It is 
understood that he enlisted in Cal- 
gary.

LONDON, June %.—The Daily Chron- 
lele accuses the Northcliffe papers of 
exaggerating casualties, The Times on 
Monday said that British losses during 
last week” were nearly 900 officers and 
20,000 men; but The Chronicle points 
out that The Times added the daily 
totals from Monday, May 31, to Mon- 
day, June 7, thus inclhding two week- 
end lists, which are always the heaviest. 
The wtal for the week up to Saturday, 
says The Chronicle, was $28 officers and 
14,476 men. 


ARMY INCREASE 
NOT DIFRIULT 


Recruiting for Additional Regi- 
ments for Service in Europe 
Expected to Be Rapid— 
Company of Lumberjacks, 


OTTAWA, June 9%.—The announce- 
ment by General Hughes in Montreal 
last evening that steps would be taken 
immediately by the Militia Department 
to imcrease the Canadian army by 
twenty-seven new regiments of infantry 
and six batteries of artillery did not 
come as a surprise in Ottawa, where an 
intimation of the kind has been ex- 
pected for some time. 

When the last session of Parliament 
was in progress it was not expected 
that Canada would require an army 
greater than 100,000 men, with rein- 
forcemente added, of course, and the 
war vote was accordingly. kept down to 
$160,000,000, including the $50,060,000 ap- 
Propriated at the emergency session of 
Parliament held last August. The 
Premier Intimiated last session that this 
would be sufficient, but the new army 
of 35,000 will mean that further funds 
will be necessary. 

There is no doubt that Httle difficulty 
will be found in bringing the army 
atrength to 150,000. In many portions 
of the Dominion, and particularly in the 
country districts, there has been little 
or no recruiting. Many men in the 
various mining camps of the country 
have intimated their desire to join the 
Canadian army, but there have been no 
recruiting stations near at hand to 
which they could go. This has been 
particularly the case in the Yukon, 
from which the expense of transporta- 
tion is great, and would probably not 
be incurred by men desirous of enlist- 
ing, but who might be refused by the 
military authorities. 

There i* a proposal on foot to form a 
company composed entirely of lumber- 
jacks. Men familiar with the employ- 
ment situation in this line of work 
state that they think a company of 250 
men could easily be raised of lumber- 
men. They point out that most of the 
men in the woods come in after June 
16 to arrange for Fall employment, and 
with a little activity in this line now 
they could easily be recruited.

BERLIN, via London, June 10.—The 
resignation of Secretary of State Bryan 
Was the big news of the day here yes- 
terday, overshadowing in interest even 
the reports of military operations. The 
newspapers showed divergent views in 
interpreting the event. and advised cau- 
tton in forming opinions before an au- 
thenntic explanation is received from 
Washington. The Lokal Anzelger was 
the only paper to print what purports 
to have been Mr. Bryan's letter to Pres- 
ident Wilson explaining his resignation. 
The newspaper questions the authen- 
tlcity of this letter, 

The Vossiache Zeitung assumes that 
President Wjlson favored a sharper pote 


to Germany than Mr, Bryan, but also 
that he does not desire war. “Probably 
America’s foreign policy,” the paper 


says, “will be less English hereafter, al- 
though of course, it will not be Ger- 
man or German-American, but we hdépe 
American.” 

The Mittag Zeitung assumes that Mr. 
ryan wanted a sharper note against 
Germany than President Wilson was 
Willing to sanction, but it does not ex- 
Pect an unfriendly attitude toward Ger- 
many by the President. 

The paper concludes: “It must be 
srowing clearer to the leading men in 
America that America is playing an uh- 
enviable role in following England's 
wart tone, 

‘Mr. Bryan and Mr, Wilson are en- 
gaged in giving reconsideration to the 
case. The more thoroughly they do it, 
the better 1¢ will be for America.” 


London Bvening Star's Comment 

LONDON June 9.—"“One of the most 
decisive events in the world conflict” is 
what The Evening Star calls the resig- 
nation of Secretary of State Bryan. 

“Coming after the heroic decision of

(AINING GROUND 
AT DARDANELLES 


Athens Correspondent Reports 
Continued Success of Allies’ 
Offensive — Bad Conditions 
in Turkish Capital, 


LONDON, June 9—An Athens dis- 
patch to The Daily Chronicle says: 
“Everything is going well tor the Al- 
lies,” is the gist of the news recelved 
this morning from the Daréanelies re- 
sion through a most reliable channel. 
The genera) offensive begun by the Al- 
Hes at the end of last week continues 
with most important results. Progress 
has been realized at all points. 

Despite their hard work, the Austra- 
Mans and New Zealanders in the Sart 
Bair region are fighting magnificently 
and scoring well. 

Early Saturday morning the line held 
in the southern portion ef the peninsula 
Was straightened, a brilliant piece of 
work carrying a gully held im consider- 
able force by the enemy. Our men got 
into the enemy with the bayonet, end 
very few of the Turkish force holding 
the position were able to escape. 

The position of the Allied troops was 
suitable for a general advance, and the 
forward movement has been continuous 
and noteworthy since then, My in- 
formant tells me that altogether an ad- 
vance of three miles has been regis- 
tered, and yesterday our forces were es- 
tablished along a line including post- 
tions of the slopes of Tree Peak. It is 
now expected that progress will be con- 
tinuous. 

The feature of the past three days’ 
fighting has been the extremely severe 
losses sustained by the enemy. It 
would appear that the Turkish morale 
has been badly shaken. The enemy's 
artillery fire has been particularly weak, 
while our big gun fire inflicted losses 
that can only be described as appalling. 
The French artillery, especially the 
“15.” has been notably effective. 

People who arrive here from Con- 
stantinople bring news which shows 
that the position in the Turkish capital 
is on the verge of becoming desperate. 
Typhus is claiming a large number of 
victims, among whom are sald to be 
nearly a hundred army doctors. Medi- 
cal supplies have practically run out, 
und flour ia extremely scarce. 

More serious than that, perhaps, have 
been the results of the Russian bom- 
bardment of Enguldak. As a conse- 
quence of the destruction wrought at 
the mines there, coal has become ex- 
tremely dificult to obtain, and the water 
supply has been seriously interfered 
with, that the water famine 
in asduming alarming proportions. 
The official world im the Turkish 
capital no longer conceals its anxiety, 
and the Germans have seriously ad- 
vised the Sultan to quit the capital 
for Konia, but His Majesty, fearing the 
effect his departure would have on the 
Population, has so far refused to do #0. 


Nearly all the German officers who 
brought their families to Constanti- 
nople have sent them back to the 


Fatherland, among them being the 
household of the German consul, The 
Turkish wounded who are being brought 
to Constantinople do not ‘attempt to 
conceal their despondency. 


“GREAT BRITAIN’S TRADE 


Report for Month of May Shows Large 
Increase in Imports Over Last 
Yeoar—Bxpeorts Decreases 
— 
LONDON, June 8.—The Board of 
Trade report for the month of May 
shows imports into the British Isles ef 
£71,604,400, against £59,990,000 in May 
last year. Exports were £39,618,000, 
compared with £42,051,000 last year. 
The value of exports was the greatest 
of any month since the war began. 
Increase in the value of imports was 
due largely to gains in food, drink and 
tobacco, amounting to £8,116,000, and 
cotton, £2,737,000, Manufactured iron 
and steel decreased £729,000. Other 
metais and their manufactures increased 
£131,629, 
The largest decreases in exports were 
£2,220,000 In manufactured cotton, 
£1,556,000 In> machinery and £842,000 In 
fron, steel and the, manufactures thereof.

WATURALIZATION 


We have been asked what constitutes 
a British subject by birth. The law 
on this subject as well as respects 
naturalization is now the same in the 
United Kingdom and Canada. It will 
be found in Chapter 44 of the Statutes 
of Canada for 1914. * 

A natural born British subject is 
any person born within His Majesty's 
Dominions and allegiance; any person 
born out of His Majesty's Dominions 
whose father was a British subject at 
the time either by birth or naturaliza- 
tion; any person born on a British ship, 
no matter where she may be.

When « person onc8 a British subject. 
becomes an alien, either by marriage or 
Otherwise, the minor child of such per- 
fon shall cease to be a British subject, 
but may resume his British nationality 
@t any time within one year after at- 
taining majority, unless he has been 
Previously naturalized in another 
country. 

We think the above explanations cover 
all the questions that have been asked 
of us on this subject, as well as all 
Points at all Likely to arise in anyone's 
mind in regard to naturalization.

The army operating from the head of 
the Persian Gulf has been uniformly 
avocessfu), and has fulfilled a most 
useful role, for it haw affurded adequate 
Protection to the Anglo-Persian on 
Company's works, an enterprise upon 
which the British Navy largely depends 
for its supply of ofl fuel. That is 
one of the objects of the campaign in 
Mesopotamia. The other is to offset 
any far-sighted plans Germany may 
have in which India is the objective. 


Britain's interests in Persia, both 
political and commercial, require that 
the head of the Persian Gulf, which ts 
the chief entry into that country from 
the south, should be kept open.

Germans Mowed Down by Bat- 
teries and Rifle Fire, but 
Others Always Took Their 
Place. 


A soldier serving in the Canadian 
Scottish writes as follows concerning 
the recent action participated in by 
Canadian troops at Ypres: 

We were all strung up, and every lit- 
tle event seemed to add to the tension. 
We had been getting mére and more ex- 
cited as time went on, though there were 
periods of reaction, During the week 
before the battle we had orders on sev- 
eral occasions which made us thrill, but 
after the exchange ofa few shots with 
the enemy things always quicted down 
again. The relief when they quieted 
down waa great. The Germans were, I 
believe, seventy yargs from us, but you 
could ‘see very little. When you fred 
You seemed to fire out inte open coun- 
try, There were no trees, and it was 
dull and flat. A very fine French regi- 
ment had beeh in the trenches before us, 
They are called the “Iron Division,” be- 
cause they held these trenches since No- 
verhber, There were dead bodies lying 
unburied between the trenches, You 
could not put in a spade anywhere with- 
out unearthing a body. 

The battle began in the quiet even- 
ing hours of « beautiful day. The gun- 
ner whom I have already quoted kept a 
very precise account of his movements 
during the day: 

Thursday, April 22.—We have had a 
very quiet day today, but it ts getting 
warm, as there is & big attack on our 
jeft front... .

The 47th, commanded by Lieut.- 
Col. Winaby, and formerly in training at 
Queen's Park, New Westminster, al- 
ready hes taken possession of the 
quarters assigned to it, When it first 
went into the new camp there were 
only some 500 o44 officers and men in 
the unit, a similar. number hsving been 
selected for immediate dispatch to the 
Old Country as reinforcements. Since 
then, however, the force has been 
strengthened by 250 recruits and its 
ranks will he filled by another lot of 
men who now are being enlisted in 
Jower Mainland centres. Then there is 
the 64th Battalion, which is comprised 
of volunteers from the Kootenays. A 
small part of its atrength has been 
mobilized at Vernon and in a short time 
it will be at the scene in its en- 
trety. It is in command of Lieut.-Col. 
Davis, The third unit, the 62nd Bat- 
talion, has yet to be recruited. A rather 
different method ig to be ‘adopted in 
securing the men for this corps. Stations 
are to be opened in the centres of every. 
Provincial district. As the men are 
signed’ and pass the necessary tests, 
they will be given transportation to 
Vernon, where their training will be be- 
gun and © fnibhed:  Lieut-col. H. H. 
Holmes is the commanding officer. 
Col, Ogilvie explains that, with the 
mounted rifles, who number something 
over €00,-and the three infantry units, 
the camp's. numerical strength will 
practically reach the 4,000 mark. Among 
the auxiliary forces are “A” section of 
the Field Ambulance Corps, in which 
there are seventy-eight men, and which 
fe In command of Capt. Biggar, and the 
Army Service Corps of twenty-five men 
under Major Small. The latter eft 
Viotoria about « fortnight ago. The 
D. O. C. ha@ recetved no official advices 
regarding the announcement of Major- 
General Hughes’ plans for the recruit- 
ing of further forces for overseas forces, 
among which were one Highland and 
two additional infantry regiments tn the 
West. 

The site chosen at Vernon for train- 
ing. the D. O, C. considers satisfactory 
in every respect. He states that most 
of the work of preparation has been 
completed and, in this connection, he 
Pays a tribute to No. 6 Co. Canadian 
Engineers, of Vancouver, thirty of 
whose men Have done most of the work, 
They have been assisted, he says, by 
fifty allen enemies from the Provincial 
interment camp. Buildings have. been 
constructed for the staff officers, the 
ordnance department, the engineers and 
the Army Service Corps. Pipes have 
been laid and draing built. In all these 
Operations the services of the aliens 
have been of considerable value. The 
engineegs, with the assistance of those 
taken from the internment camp, are 
Proceeding with the work of construct- 
ing a rifle range of twenty targets. For 
this a splendid location has been found. 
The riflemen will shoot directly Into a 
mountain so that there will be no dan- 
Ser to anyone from stray bullets,

WITH CANADIANS IN 
NORTH OF FRANCE 


Br.. Vere Cartier, Who Left 
With 5th Regiment Detach- 
ment, Describes Conditions 
atthe Front. 


Descriptions of conditions among the 
Canadiana at the front and informa- 
tion as to the welfare of men well 
known in Victoria are contained in 
letters recently received frém Br. Vere 
Cartier, who left Victoria with the first 
detachment which left Victoria from 
the 5th Regiment. He writes friends, 
in part, as follows: 


f “May 7, 1915, 
“All of us are all right. We now 
know what It is to be under severe 


shell fire. It in a small hell, 1 can’t 
explain it in a letter, you'll have to 
walt for me to rome home. We have 
had ten days of the most severe Ger- 
man shelling. They fell just Mke peas. 
We had four men on our aun wounded 
by one shell. My chum, K. W. Dingle, 
Was one of them; also his brother, the 
sergeant, and another, All were more 
or leas severely wounded. I would have 
got it if they were mot standing in 
front of me 

“Another time we had an ammunition 
wagon blown to pieces, and the cun was 
splattered. but luckily there was no 
One om the gun at the time. Tonight 
We sleep in the open sir under the 
stars. 

“Mar 1%.” 

“By this last paper we see that the 
Italians are in the job, and that means 
It will be sooner over. We have been 
in this position for four days, and are 
going out tonight. I told you my chum, 
E. W. Dingle, was amongst the .wound- 
ed. I received a letter from him to 
®ay that he had fourteen pieces of 
shrapnel taken out of him, and that 
bis right leg was paralyzed. All the 
nerves were shattered and ruptured, 
Wut are being helped by massage His 
brother, the sergeant. has had ten 
Pieces taken out, and more to come.

Hut she must remember that as 
there are few great artists, so great 
architects are rare. Nor are there 
thany who have become rich. But some 
who has vision may yet do great 
things even in architecture, In hum- 
bler Selds it ip diMicult to see why the 
profession of architecture should not 
afford a field for useful, honest work 
Among those who have already made 
& reputation in thia calling in the 
Mother Country is Mise Annie Hall. 

‘Miss Somner's Work 

Miss Somner, the physical instruc- 
tor of the girls of the High School and 
Victoria College and the supervisor of 
similar work done in the public schools, 
left some little time ago for her home 
in England: It is understood that she 
will return in time for next season's 
work.

The British Columbia Lacrosse Asso- 
ciation has lost an official, whose place 
will be very hard to fill, Lester Patrick 
having resigned as official referee of the 
association. 

The reasons for Mr. Patrick's re- 
signation are very well and clearly ex- 
pressed in his own statement on the 
matter In the following words: 

“After the lacrosse game on Satur- 
day I informed Messrs. Kellington and 
Jones, managers, respectively, of New 
Westminster and Vancouver, that I did 
not care to referee any more games 
this season. In the three games that 
have been already played there have 
been two fights and several mix-ups, in 
which players have been hit over the 
head and somewhat seriously injured.

There is enough of 
skill and speed in lacrosse to make it 
attractive without resorting to rough 
work, but apparently the members of 
the teams in this association cannot 
way.

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BRITISH WARSHIP 
ENTERING. ACTION 


Everything Is Arranged With 
That Neatness and Precision 
That Is Typical of the Brit- 
ish Navy: 


The wonderful mechanism of a fight- 
ing ship and the methodical manner in 
which the British saflor enters a fight 
are the subject of the following arti 
which was written to the London Ti 
by its correspondent in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. 


We are now lying just off the en- 
trance of the Dardanelles. About 9 
o'clock @ stir becomes evident on board. 
A marine enters my cabin, shuts the 
port holes, id carefully screws down 
the steel shutters. I find others en- 
gaged in @ similar task in the ward- 
room. On deck I find the crew busily 
clearing for action, Which consists io 
closing the companion-ways and sky- 
lights, fastening down the steel shut- 
ters, and removing the deck rail so that 
there Is nothing to interfere with the 
fire of the guns. Between decks I find 
others stowing all the hammocks down 
below, and removing anything which Is 
inflammable. Others are closing water- 
tight doors, and to the layman it be- 
comes diMeult to move from one part of 
the ship to another. These simple 
preparations having been made, we as- 
semble once again in the ward-room, 
from which moat of the furniture has 
been removed, Here we sit discussing our 
prospects In the coming fight, and some 
jokingly put forward the best thing to 
do tn the event of the ship striking a 
mine. Suddenly “General quarters” is 
sounded, and the whole party double 
off to their respective posts, leaving me 
to roam about the ship at will

NCH TERRITORY 


Flag- Now Waves Along Line 
From Caporetto to Gulf of 
Trieste—Armies Make Their 
Way Cautiously, 


ROME, June 8, via London, June 9%. 

Stubborn fighting continues in the 
Friulian sector of the Austro-Italian 
battle line. The tricolor of Italy now 
waves from Caporetto, eight miles 
northwest of Tolmino, to Porto Buso, on 
the Gulf of Trieste. 
; in the high valleys and rough moun- 
tain ridges near Caporetto, the Italian 
guns. for two days have been firing 
‘away at the Austrians, who have bur- 
rowed inte cover on the opposite slopes. 
Alert Italian snipers, who crept forward 
far tm advance of their artillery post- 
tions, have been worrying the enemy 
night and day. Troops have gained 
ground which now enables them seri- 
ously to Gireaten Tolmino. 

On the lower Isonzo the Italian caval- 
ry bave improved their chance and have 
carried out, some brilliant exploit, Two 
bodies of them, operating at different 
points, crossed by swimming, gained 
the eastern bank, and rode far into the 
enemy's territory to reconnoltre his 
positions. The river was quickly 
spanned by pontoons, and a strong body 
of infantéy followed in the wake of the 
amphibious horsemen. 

Reinforcements of the enemy are re- 
ported. His resistance in this sector 
seems to be well organized. The Aus- 
trians, however, show no inclination to 
abandon the defensive for the offensive. 
The Italians, in their operations, are 
Proceeding carefully so as to guard 
Qgainst a surprise. 

Once Tolmino falls before the forces 
of General Cadorna, the Italians will be 
in possession of an important railroad 
running through the middle valley of 
the Isonzo, south to Gorits and Trieste, 
Tolmino alone excepted, the whole mid- 
dle and lower regions of the Tsonno are 
actually in possession of the Italian 
troops along a front of about forty 
miles. 4 

In the northern section of operations, 
the guns are still having it all to them- 
selves, the Itailan gunners displaying 
great tenacity and courage. On the 
high plain of Lavarone is one fort com- 
manding the bulwarks of Rovereto. The 
Austrian artillerymen are well aware 
of ite importance and are exhibiting 
more obstinacy and determination than 
hitherto. It appears that fresh guns 
and men have been flung into the strug- 
sie, and also at Folgaria, stili cloger_to 
Rovereto. 

On the confines of Monte Nero, to the 
northeast of Tolmino, the Italians for 
days have been exercising considerable 
pressure. Here the Austrians’ full ad- 
Vantage on some of the spure in ap- 
parent. They are entrenched behind 
barbed wire entanglements and long 


forced by «= powerful ally in the shape 
of tempestuous and rainy weather, 
Italian pressure on Tolmino has been 
exercised carefully from two points on 
the north. Descending from Monte 
Nero, they are slowly driving the Aus- 
trians before them. On the west, by 
the passage of the Inonzo, the Italians 
ure alle to threaten the Austrian com- 
munications. 

Gerf. Cadorna’s armies are being skil- 
fully handled, and shortly the enemy 
will have to run or make a serious ef- 
fort to break through the enveloping 
wall of Italian steel.
